FIRE ON HOSPITAL SHIP. 


Notwithstanding the fact that 
oil and the oil-fields to day seem 
to be a dead issue, the North- 
Western Pacific Oil company is 
working away on tbeir well No. 2 
and the showings are of a wry 
satisfactory nature, far ahead of 
any other company at present 
working. 

The No. 2 well i» now down to 
a depth of 2250 feet, casing is be 
ing put in and when that is finish¬ 
ed. which it is expected, will be 
the case in a day or two, drilling 
operations will commence again. 

When the drillers had reached 
the depth of 2256 feet the well 
caved in slightly which necessitat¬ 
ed nnder reaming and the continu¬ 
ing of the 10 inch casing to the 
end of the bore. At that depth 
tbe drillers struck a slight quantity 
of black oil of very favorable 
quality, and they do not expect to 
have to go very much further be¬ 
fore there ia a considerable show¬ 
ing of the oil they are looking for. 
There ought to be some very good 
news for shareholders in the very 
near future.

Work of "Dipping in" Hat Been Com¬ 
pleted 

The army of excavators, who. early 
In September, began to "dig Parla in." 
when a Herman siege was threa.eaed 
have complete*^ tbelr work. 

Tbe general confederation of work- 
era alone aent 6,000 volunteers who 
provided their own digging tools, and 
were recompensed only by e dally ra¬ 
tion of food. Thousands of Belgian 
refugees hurried from their lend, have 
also assisted in the work. 

Tbe city now Ilea In tbe centre of 
an *i.trenched camp whose diameter 
is about sixty mica end whose tir- 
cQ:fll*r*:.ce Is nearly 200 miles. Tbli 
Is surroundc I by trenches thorough 
ly ".vcred '.n w‘th logs and turf 
through srnb.U »<*op boles havj bem 
left tor rl-l« flic. Out beyond them 
are rifle pits and barbed wire en¬ 
tangle mruls placed In all positions 
where an attack might originate. 

StUI other precautions have been 
tiP.cn In lAat of tjie advanced liae 
of trenches by .the digging of deep 
ditches whose ^existence has been 
hidden by h light covering of branch¬ 
es of earth making them invisible to 
approaching cavalry, infantry or ar¬ 
tillery and rortning veritable holes 
into which an attacking force might 
fall a prey to the defenders’ machine 
gune and rifles 

The approaches to the trenches 
from the rear consist of subterranean 
galleries which permit the relief to 
be made without any exposure of the 
men. 

All along this front posts of obser 
vat ion have been established, each of 
which is constantly occupied at least, 
by three men provided with powerful 
Acid glasses and'In direct telephonic 
communication with headquarters 
and with the artillery batteries, the 
location of which are knowh only to 
the headquartera’ start and to tne 
men who aerre the guns, all of which 
are buried In the earth, only their 
mussleo protruding. ‘For the benefit 
of the gunnera the ranges of all prom¬ 
inent objects In the front have been 
measured. 

Behind the lines of trenches runs 
a light railroad line for tbe purpose 
of bringing up ammunition and food 
and also. If necessary, reinforcements 
of men to any point which might be 
menaced. Further provisions for the 
.conveyance of reinforcements is at. 
hand la the large number of auto¬ 
mobiles of all kinds which can make 
the journey speedily from any point 
to another.’ carrying groups of armed 
men. 

The exlstlug forts also have been 
strengthened but now only serve as 
supporting points and depots for 
largt- bodies of troops resting from 
their trench duty.

There was a difference between 
those who came out and those who 
west In. They went in grimy, seam¬ 
ed with the squalor of campaigning. 
They emerged shining with cleanli¬ 
ness. Tbelr uniforms, too, had lost 
the depressing look which comes .o 
clothes that have been wore and 
slept In day and night tot many days 
and nights on end. They carried 
themselves with conscious pride. 

Have you ever been unable to wash 
or take your clothes off for a week? 
If so you can appreciate the acute 
luxury of bathing again and putting 
on clean linen. Five days la the long¬ 
est I have endured. At the end of 
those five days I wallowed In hot 
water for an hour. Imagine what it 
means to these Russian soldiers, who 
have gone without a bath for months., 
to have brought to them in the field I 
a bathing eolsblUhmen* fitted with! 
every convenience. That la what this 
lodg train of twenty light green vans 
la—a bath train. 

It surprises you perhaps that Rus¬ 
sian peasant soldiers should want 
baths. You have never been in a 
Russian village, then? Never aeon 
little wooden houses steaming (just 
as the train steams) on Saturday af¬ 
ternoons? Never been taken In to 
see the villagers, men and women to¬ 
gether, stark naked and thinking no 
harm, enjoying their weekly vapor 
bath? Upon great stones, heated till 
they glow, water is thrown. The 
steam fills tbe little wooden house. It 
opens all the pores of the akin. The 
damp heat will make your head or 
my head feel like bursting. We are 
not used to It as the peasants are. 
This la the chief enjoyment of their 
lives. 

They beat one another with hand¬ 
fuls of twigs. They jump and roll 
about in an ecstasy of pleasure. 
Sometimes. It Is said, they run out and 
throw themselves into the snow so 
as to put a keener edge to their pleas¬ 
ure when they dash back into the 
steam. They soap themselves and 
scrub themselves until thsy have 
scoured every particle of dirt out of 
their skins. And then too often they 
spoil the effect by putting on the 
same dirty clothes which they took 
off! 

In towns there are vast public vap¬ 
or baths, some elaborate and expen¬ 
sive, like the famous one in Moscow; 
others cheap and simple. All classes 
pay them a weekly rlalL Thera regu¬ 
larly comes round an evening when 
my old servant makes her "good¬ 
night" curtesy at half past eight in¬ 
stead of half past eleven (hours nrs 
very late in Petrograd). and says that 
iri ran spvre her she will go out sad 
take her bath. I am sure shr>deplores 
my lack of love for cleanlineee be¬ 
cause I do not "steam myself.” And 
In spite of my cold tub evey morning 
l expect she la j tally the cleaner uf 
ua mu.

A Movement on Foot to Prohibit 

Their Manufacture _ 

Because of tbe large and increasing 
number of cases'where children have 
been poisoned by various fly poisons, 
s determined effort Is being made 
by s number of medical associations 
aud other sources Interested in tbe 
health of children to prohibit the 
manufacture and tale of such pro¬ 
ducts 

In less than three mouths during 
the summer of 1913 forty-seven cases 
of children being poisoned were re¬ 
ported in the newspapers of eighteen 
states. Of these, quite a number 
proved fatal and many others were 
expected to die. 

The danger to children U> the use of 
fly poisons lies In the fact that practi¬ 
cally all of them contain arsenic In a 
sufficient quantity to cause death or 
very serious Illness, even when but a 
tittle of the preparation Is swallowed 
child,

There were undoubtedly a great 
many cases of children being poisoned 
in this way which did not come to 
public attention, especially because if 
the fact that the symptoop of arseni¬ 
cal poisoning In children are almost 
Identical with the symptoms of chol¬ 
era infantum. This deadly infantile 
diaease prevails during the fly season 
and the doctors state that it la prac¬ 
tically Impossible to determine waethh 
er death was caused by cholera in¬ 
fantum or fly poison, unless tbe child¬ 
ren arc actually seen drinking or suck¬ 
ing the poison. 

The authorities In South Africa 
hare already taken steps to regulate 
and ultlmately^lliutante the ■ of 
fly poisons, and it is hoped by tho op¬ 
ponents of these preparations to se¬ 
cure prohibitory legislation li the var¬ 
ious states at an early date. 

In tbe meantime, parents having 
small children are particularly cau-

One-third of Palestine could be 
bought now for its restoration as the 
home of the Jewish race If tbe funds 
were available, according to a state* 
meat by Dr. Ksplsnsky. of t : e Hague, 
made In 8L Louts before the annual 
convention of tbe Knights of Zion. 
Heretofore the chief argument of the 
opponents of Zionism has been that 
Palestine waa unpurchaaable. 

In accordance with a rule establish¬ 
ed at the convention forbidding the 
mention of the bearing of tbe Europ¬ 
ean war upon the Zionist movement. 
Dr. Kaplansky waa unable to slate 
whether the war waa responsible for 
the condition mentioned. 

Dr. Kaplansky is general secretary 
of the Jewish nations! fund, bureau. 
The fund now totals 6,000.000 francs, 
he said, three-fourths of watch la in¬ 
vested in Palestine farm lands. The 
total Jewish population of that coun¬ 
try. be said, is about 120.000 though 
there la room for more than 3.000.000 
people.

An Officer on Duty in the North See, whose Cruiser has Steamed 
17,000 Miles since the War Bcfao, Tells of the Activity 
Among the Vessels of the Fleet

The Morning poet publishes the fol* 
lowing from an officer on board one 
of the British protected cruisers la the 
Grand Fleet: 

'I suppose you want to know a little 
e( bow we are getting on and what 
we are doing. Of course. 1 can t tell 
you any details, hot It Is the same 
thing- walling and watching We 
know we shall got our ckance event¬ 
ually; then we hope to be In the lime¬ 
light—e little. The point thst is so 
aggravating to ua Is that to tbs un 
t linking person we are doing nothing 
Herr Ballfn. the manager of the Ham- 
burg-Amerlran line, says that we are 
lurking ta our harbors That may bs 
so but how does that statement coin¬ 
cide with this one of mine: From the 
first work la August to the middle of 
November my ship has steamed no 
fewer than 17.000 miles, and that In 
the North Bee! And of course we 
have not been alone. The Grand 
Fleet hare been with us, and. al¬ 
though they l.are not cover*J so many 
miles, yec they hare Veen at sea Just 
as long as my ship, but owing to our 
high speed and the duties we hare 
to perform—scouting, r. con not taring, 
ate.—we hgve neutrally travelled 
many miles. Herr Ballin meed not 
worry; If they want ua. well, they 
know where to And ua Of couree, the 
r.ermana can say the same to ua. that 
we know where to And them. Oh, yea, 
we know exactly. Ktol, Wllholtashaven. 
Cuxharen and Heligoland. People who 
don't understand will gay “Why don't 
you go there and attack them?" Not 
much! We have our own plana, and 
they are certainly not going to taka 
our splandld fleet Into their mlne-ln 
feeted sresa and under their fort¬ 
resses. Every mile of their cosat 
brlstlsa with heavy gune. 

Think wa are going to attack them 
In uarrow waters, giving their submar- 
Inea Just the opportunity they are ao 
anxiously looking for? We play our 
game; not theirs. Their fortresses 
and shore guns and all the money and 
swill that have been expended on 
them are all wasted as far as the Brit 
lah fleet In concerned. We are notout 
to Agtl fortresses; at all events not 
■tatlonary ones. We don't mind their 
Aoetlng fort reset* to wit. their 
•hips. Beside*, what do you put guns 
In a ship for? Simply so that you can 
mors from place to place. Ships, af 
ter all. are only movable fortresses. If 


We arc adding Id our pfflcteucy 
every day. Wa take every opportun 
Ity of practice, gunnery, torpedo, etc. 
and also battle tactics, accustoming 
every one to hie exact duties. Our 
ships know exactly what our com < 
mender In chief's plane ere. Constant ‘ 
practice under varying conditions of 
weather, light and position have en¬ 
abled every captain fo know exactly 
what to do under each condition In 
which we might And ourselvoe. Don't 
think that li something? The eoeray 
cannot do that, bottled up as they arc. 

Don't you worry. Our Admiralty and 
the commander In chief of the home 
fleet know exactly what they are 
about, and If you *re asked. “What Is 
the navy doing?” all you Imvo to fell 
them is that we are simply doing 
what our navy was built for. to ride 
the waves and to defend our shores.'* 

But when the suitable time arrives 
we shall do more than that, I r©ql 
confident. Our navy la and must be 
our first line of defence, and without 
It we are lost W# have lost some 
ships, but. then, we expected to. You | officer! 
cannot expect to make an omelet with¬ 
out breaking eggs. But, still, our 
losses are considerably less than we 
made provision for. and even If our 
enemies do lurk In tbelr harbors we 
have given them something to renum¬ 
ber each time they have shown them 
selves. When you remember the 
number of ships we have In the North 
Be* and the activity of their submur 
loss, and also the way they have 
strewn mines all over the place, you 
mast admit that our casualties have 
been very light. It Is only thoughtless 
people who suggest that we are doing 
very little. Just suppose thst our 
fleet were withdrawn for a short time, 
do you realise what would happen? 

It Is really worth an hour's thought, 
and after you have thought for an 
hour you will say. Thank God for our 
navy!” 


Price of Defeat 


What War Will Cost to the De- 

fsatsd 

Added to the Increasing expense 
of war, yti# cost-of peace la the pra- 
as.it war will probably be the great¬ 
est that a losing nation has aver 
paid The defeated power will un¬ 
doubtedly be required o pay an 
«normous price, for past history 
shows that a winning nation In¬ 
variably demands huge compensation 
for its losses. 

Count Bernstoff. German ambassad¬ 
or to the UnKed States, has stated 
that the Kaiser, if he conquers 
France, will exac: an Indemnity of 
12.600,000.000; all the French col¬ 
onies. Including Morocco. Algeria 
and Tunis would become German 
property and 3.000.000 rifles, 3,000 
guns and 40.000 horses would be 
confiscated as spoils of war. _ 

Germany la noted for excessive 
demands from the nations It defeats 
In war. The recent war floe of £2.- 
003,000 on Antwerp la an eaxmple. 
At the time of the Franco-Prussian 
War Bismarck endeavored to obtain 
from France the huge Indemnity of 
£260.000.000 sterling. England made 
strong representations to Berlin, snd 
succeeded In having this amount re¬ 
duced to £200,000,000. payable In 
four years. France, however, head¬ 
ed over the last coin of the fine two 
years nod seven months after the 
conclusion of the war. but not until 
then wer. German troops moved 
from the country. 

On the other hand. It la tha popu¬ 
lar belief hi Great Britain that when 
Germany has been conquered aha 
will he forced to eumoder her en¬ 
tire navy, destroy her armaments, 
disband her army, pay an enormous 
ifldemntty to France as wall aa re¬ 
store Alsace and Lorraine, and other 
Indemnities to Belgium and to 
England as well as large territorial 
ronceeslons to Russia 

Modern victors are inclined to pun¬ 
ish those they conquer more severe¬ 
ly than ha« been the mae in the past. 
Japan spent millions In winning the 
Ituaso-Japanese war. and made Rus¬ 
sia pay heavily for It ‘The Utter 
country. In addition to paying heavy 
fines. had to restore to the Japs the 
portion of Manchuria It had occupied 
and to give up Port Arthur. 

Bikh Travelled From Argentina 

The following story. reUted by a 
British officer. Is a splendid example 
of the spirit of loyalty and devotion 
displayed by the IndUn army: "An 
ex-Sepoy of * well known Sikh regi¬ 
ment. who had retired some years 
ago, and waa making a fortune on a 
'limber farm In the Argentine, heard 
that hla old regiment was proceed¬ 
ing to the war. He at once threw up 
hla work, paid his own passage over 
to Ixindoo. and on arrival wandered 
about making inquiries until, by s 
great piece of luck, he heard of one 
of hla own officers who had been 
returned wounded from the front To 
him he proferred hla request that he 
should be sent out Immedlatly to 
hie old regiment to take hU share in 
fighting for tha King Emperor. Hla 
request was acceded to. and he la 
now at the front doing hla part In 
the splendid work performed by tho 
Indian army.”

The Kaiser’s Army 


German Private Earns Nina Cents a 
Day 

While much has beru written and 
much more aald regarding the Ger¬ 
man Kaiser's t ccentriclttes and pe- 
cularkles which have brought him 
Into disfavor with the outalde world 
the details of hla attention to the 
army and navy, for which be has 
dons more than any cf his prsde- 
ceeeora, have to uome extent escap¬ 
ed no: Ice. He has succeeded, no 
doubt. In endearing himself to his 
soldlrra snd sailor, do some extent. 

it Is to the Kaiser that the sold¬ 
iers owe their waterproof fireproof 
field tent. He It was who first adopt¬ 
ed tha smokeU-ea powaer. who Intro¬ 
duced turrets on wheels to serve as 
movable redoubts, who suggested wire 
fences to impede the enemy's charge, 
and who promoted the uec of war 
dogs. It la to bhi final consent, too. 
that the soldiers owe the Infantry’s 
reduction of obligatory military ser¬ 
vlet. from three to. two years. The 
general staff ta only responsible to 
ntm. 

Until the outbreak of war last Aug 
ust the German army system was 
the cheapest In Europe, a second 
lieutenant waa paid only $20 n month 
for Instance. The entire cost of s said 
’ler In the ranks, pay. clothing and 
equipment was only $17.3<ka month. 

A private Is paid 9 cents a day. 
and of this ha must pay 2V4 cents 
for dinner; If he appears to be 
■pending the remainder too freely the 
inspector, who has s rlgai to make 
examinations, may not only reprl' 
raand but punish hidi. 

This la the Kaiser a doctrine But 
he hss brought about many military 
reforms, and has rrduced the Ill- 
treatment of the German soldier by 
hla officers, lie has loved hla army 
for reasora of hla own; and hla army 
ha« not yet loet all sense of devotion 
to him. 

The navy has been the personal 
dream of the Emperor for more than 
a quarter of a century- He has 
forced the expansion of ih) navy |n 
the face of stubborn opposition. At 
the present moment it la 1-rgtly the 
navy that has brought a united Ger¬ 
many into war. rli contingents of 
the government having Joined in 
•ging the enlarge men*, of the seu 
force. 

The governing power of tha kaiser 
i« very nearly absolute. Hr has 
stood for feudalism in Germany, the 
autocracy of the old uyatem He 
has beau oppoeed by social demo 
cracy. radicalism, progroeelvlstn and 
distension In ttie Reichstag. But 
the Reichstag has little actual power 
save la voting supplies. 

The Bundesrat Is the most power¬ 
ful upper chamber fn the world. Ar) 
King of Prussia tha Kaiser controls 
the seventeen Prussian votes In tne 
Bundesrat, snd in case of a ll# the 
Prussian vots 1. decisive. The 
chancellor of the empire, loo, la the 
kaisers personal representative; he 
U appointed by the emperor, and u 
responsible to him alone, t he nation 
is. In fact, governed by anj for the 
Crown. It represents absolute non 
archy In effect, If not in name. 


The German 

Spy System 

General's Chauffeur Was a Paid Ger¬ 
man Spy 

A German offlu„r speaking before 
the war began of tha Secret Service 
of hla country, wrote to a lady 
friend about it aa follows: , v 

"The moat valuable secret service 
agents of my country are not tha 
regular ones employed by the Ger 
man Secret S er vice— who would, of 
course, be wall kzown to the Bril¬ 
ls?: Secret 8ervlce—but the addition 
al many thousands of oinsuspected 
German residents In Britain, particu¬ 
larly some naturLllsed Hritona of 
many years* standing 
"Tbsae have hoodwinked their

Rus.sia Making Big Strides 

Country of Vast Possibilities Lacks 
Sufficient Sea Coast for Develop¬ 
ment of Commerce 

The progress of Russia has been 
tremendous In the last decade, says a 
writer In the Popular Science Month¬ 
ly. The years since the Japanese war 
have reen the adoption of a constitu¬ 
tional regime, the rapid spread of In¬ 
dustrialism, the greatest agrarian re¬ 
forms sine? emancipation, and a rt> 
msrkabiy Intelligent study snd hand¬ 
ling of the problems of primary educa¬ 
tion. agriculture and Intemper: nee. 

Along with this has come * clear 
appreciation of the rlchnesc of her re¬ 
sources. “In the markets of the 
world there exists today a famine m 
meat, lumber and breadstuffs.” says 
the Russian economists, and Ruusia 
has, or can develop, all three p an In¬ 
definite amount. Russia has a geo¬ 
graphic basis for a great nation such 
as is possessed by no other people 
unless It be our own. 

It Is wanting, however. In one im¬ 
portant respect; it lacks an adequate 
coast line. Russia's sea coast Is too 
small for no large * state snd she Is 
bound to demand more Indeed, that Is 
what the has been doing for centuries, 
her coastward movement haa been la 
progress for at lesat four hundred 
yoars and wc are witnesses today of 
another gigantic atep In this direction. 
The Germans block the way. and ulti¬ 
mately. combined with them, the 
Swedes and Danes. 

That Russia with her population of 
176.000.000. Increasing at the rfftv -f 
nearly three millions a year and with 
resources ao vast and undeveloped 
that they can only be'fougbly estimat¬ 
ed. will be kept permanently bottled 
up Is not likely.. Her lines of least re¬ 
sistance and the conquest of an outlet 
by way of Conrtantlnople to the 
world's trade ta as Inevitable aa ta its 
geographtc feasonablencta. Toward 
the Persian Gulf tha way Is also open 
and Inviting. Indeed, everywhere In | 
Asia she haa the uniqno advantage or 
Internal line- of development and 
therefore alto of attack. 'Geographi¬ 
cally the serious menace to British 
world supremacy'does not He in Ger¬ 
many. but In Russia. 


That there la an almost desperate 
demand for rubber la Germany Is now 
evident from the continual attempts 
being made to secure the material 
Before the war got properly under 
way. there were several English firms 
that unwittingly allowed theft- rubber 
to leak out and ultimately be received 
In German bands, but now they under¬ 
stand the important n tricks of the 
Germans, and the British government 
has issued an order prohibiting the ex¬ 
port from England. 

An outstanding fact to be remem 
hereo Is that nearly all the plantation 
rubber available every year—about 
70,000 tone—la produced within the 
British empire and la controlled by 
British firms. Thar* is a 111 lie a rown 
In the Dutch East Indies. ahd Ame l 
can bouses control * few eastern plan¬ 
tations. lint the greet bulk of the 
plantation rubber is brought to Lon 
don. sad in normal times large quanti¬ 
ties are transhipped te Germany 
Henceforth * o supplies wlH be sent 
out of the coontry except under a li¬ 
cense Presumably large quantities 
will continue to he shipped to our Al¬ 
lies. Within lbs last threo months the 
value of rubber sent to Russia—large¬ 
ly. It Is stated, for army snow boots 
—has been enormous, and Franoe will 
he able to take all that she wants. 

Of a bo u; 2,000 tons lying at Antwerp 
It la under.tood that only ioo tons e- 
mstned when (be German took posses¬ 
sions, of the port 

Prohibition of exports means, among 
other things, that the representatives 
In London of American firms will not 
be able to fulfill their contracts. The 
United Slates herself requires large 
quantities of rubber, but there Is res 
son to believe that rubber has bren 
aent from this country to the United 
States and haa been re-exported they* 
to Germany via Italy or Holland. 

Although merchants In the United 
States at present will not be able to 
receive supplies of plantation rubber 
through London, there will still be the 
wild rubber available. Brazil annually 
expor t about 40.000 tons, of which 
rather more than half comes to this 
country and rather leas than half goes 
to the United States. Tha litter coun¬ 
try usually takes about a third or the 
world’s supply, so. should she recalvs 
the whole of the Brazilian production, 
thors would remain little for export to 
I'urope. 

Normally, German liners share with 
British vessels the carriage of the rub¬ 
ber from Para; today there are only 
British ships to carry It. Any attempts 
to *hlp the rubber by different routes 
must Immediately become known. 


Danger to Dreadnaughta 

Will Battleships be Superseded by the 
Submarine 

The Morning Post's navel corres¬ 
pondent says: 

*1t la useless to pretend that tha 
loss is a small matter, although It la 
true that there are other ships which 
are more valuably, and It is also true 
that such incidental losses do not af¬ 
fect the main Issue of the campaign, 
but each of these successive disasters 
brings more marly home the question 
of a future design snd use of the capi¬ 
tal ship. 

“There nr# people who maintain 
that the battleship will be driven from 
the sea and superseded by the sub¬ 
marine. The . ame prophesy was made 
when the torpedo-carrying swift vessel 
was Invented. It was said that the 
torpedo boats would supersede the 
battleship, but nothing of the sort oc¬ 
curred. The torpedo bpat was super¬ 
seded by the destroyer, which in turn 
waa expected to supersede the battle¬ 
ship. 

“That forecast was so far justified 
that It became unsafe to keep battle¬ 
ships at right within reac: of des¬ 
troyers but no war occurred iu 
which the theories could be brought to 
tha only conclusive test. 

"The experiences of this war have 
proved that battleships can only navi¬ 
gate mine-strewn and submarine- 
hauntad waters at great hazard. The 
first definite expression of profession¬ 
al 'naval opinion on the subject to be 
published la the view 0 f tho general 
board of tha United States navy. 

“The general board, with the 
length of experience of the present 
war, to guide them, consider that 
the command of the sea can only ee 
gained and held by vesaela tljat ran 
take and keep the sea In all weathers 
snd overcome the strongest enemy 
vessels that may be brought against 
them. Tbe backbone of n navy that 
can command the sea consists of tho 
strongest sea going and sea keeping 
ships of Ua day.” 


Rubber snd Oil Supply 
There are two products without 
wblch the operations of tho German 
arm lea are bound to be most seriously 
hampered. The one Is rubber and the 
other Is oil. With Russia eitablisluog 
Itself la Oalirta the oil supplies from 
the fields there will bn cm off. and the 
measures which ' have been taken 
should prevent any large quantity gat 
ting Into Germany from other 
sources. The present difficulty la Italy, 
but no doubt we shall be able to see 
that that country does not obtain 
more than Its normal Imports —West¬ 
minster Gazette.

Tho reason why Field Marshal von 
Hlndenburg haa been suddenly Idloi- 
Ixod Ik that. In German ryes, he Is 
saving the eastern provinces from 
invasion The Oerman public care lit¬ 
tle about hla enormous losses, snd 
are even prepared to transform his 
defeats Into victorias, so long ss he 
can manage to keep the campaign on 
other side of the frontier. The German 
conception of war It that It Is a glor¬ 
ious thing, so long at It rages around 
tha homes of othe- people—London 
Times. 


4,000 Languages Spoken 


Of Dialects, Thare Is no Counting 
Their Number 

How many men. If asked how maay 
languages there were In the world, 
could give anything like an accurata 
answer? Inquires Londo.i Answers. 
The average man'* knowledge or abil¬ 
ity to apeak languages rarely exceeds 
two besides his native tongue, yet we 
find that tha Emperor Francis Joeeph, 
when visiting a Red Cross hospital 
recently spoke with the patients in 
their own language, which shows tha 
agid emperor to be master of six. 

It may appear strange, but It Is 
neverthclere true, that there are more 
than 4.005 languages spoken by man 
kind, while the number of dialects tx- 
■ ceda this. There sro more than six¬ 
ty vocabularies In Brazil, and In Mex¬ 
ico tho Nahua la broken up Into sons 
700 dialects. There are hundreds in 
Borneo, while In Australia thare la no 
classfytng tbe complexities. Let us as¬ 
sume that fifty dialects, on an avenge, 
belong to each language, and we have 
the colossal total of 250,000 linguistic 
abilities. 

A century banco tho probability Is 
that there will only be four languages 
of importance In the world. Central 
Europe may produce a newer and 
rouro rtrsightforward German lang- 
tags. Imperial English may reign 
alone over the North American con¬ 
tinent, while r more businesslike Span 
Ish will bo used In South American 
States. While Russia may take on 
some rich Slavonic dialect, which will 
bl^nii ti c rare# of Kestera Europe and 
Central Asia into a harmon' jus f< dera- 
Utib. &< that la foture these four lan¬ 
guages win enter lato what may be e 
never ending competition.

REVEALS THE PLANS OF GERMANY

‘■BRITAIN AS GERMANY’S VASSAL," IS THE TITLE 

Remarkable tor the Author 1 ! Spirit of Prophecy in Dealing with 
the German Ambition and Determination to Rule the 
World, no Matter How the End ia Attained 


Under tbe Illuminating title of 
"Britain aa Germany’s Vassal." the 
latest work of General Frrdrtch von 
Bernhard! who attained international 
prominree two years ago by bio now 
well known work. “Germany and tha 
Next War," has been translated Into 
England and has Just reached this 
country. Written In 1913. this latest 
work of Germany's greatest advoca c 
of expansion by war, Is. like Its prs 
decessor. remarkable for the authors 
spirit of prophecy In so far ■■ the In¬ 
tentions and acta of bis own country 
are concerned. 

Much which tbe volume containi 
might have been written since tho 
war began sod would be s fairly ae 
curats account of what has actuall* 
happened. After * careful perusal of 
the work it Is Impossible to eocap* 
the conclusion that General von Bern- 
hard! either knew the mltlfary pro¬ 
gram of his country snd hoped by s 
strong advocacy of It In his public 
writings to push It to speedy consum¬ 
mation. or has been girted with re¬ 
markable powers of divination. 

The translation of this work of von 
Bernhard! has been done by a well 
known student of German conditions. 
Mr. J. Kills Barker, who Is best 
known for kls work “Modern Ger¬ 
many.” 

In this latest work, von Hernhsrdl 
hae traversed much of the same 
ground covered by his orginal book 
Again Is found the doctrine that Ger¬ 
many must strike hard and quick to 
crush Franco, that war Is s necessary 
factor In the development of culture 
and the upbuilding of a nation, that 
peace breeds decadence, and that 
treaties were made to be broken itnd 
should never be seriously regarded a 
blading. 

But the author now goes to limits 
which were never dreamed of by the 
readers of hla other volume By war, 
he says. Germany must acquire sup 
ranme-y In Kurpoo and the Mrdlter 
rancan first, and follow this with the i 
mastery of the world. 

“Decedent England," described as 
Germany's chief enemy, must be 
made suberrvient to Germany either 
by war or by sn “alliance.” under 
which she must give up her navel 
supremacy, quit tie Triple Entente, 
abandon her allies and disarm by dis¬ 
tributing her fleet over the world, 
meanwhile leaving Germany alone lo 


crushing I-ranee snd acquiring dom¬ 
ination or Europe. North Africa »ud 
Asia Minor. In plain language. Gen¬ 
eral von Heruhardl asserts that Brit¬ 
ain must become Germany's vnss-.il 
either through war or submlstlon. 

Mr. Barker, In a preface to tbe work 
calls attention to the fact that diplo¬ 
matically aud militarily. Germany Ms 
cnrrlnd out even one of von Bern 
hnral a recommendations contained in 
this volume, adding; 

"Hla latest book la perhaps tbe 
most remarkable political Indiscretion 
of modern limes. 

Von Bernhard! has given consider¬ 
able space In bi* book to tho Batted 
States. He thinks that this country 
shonld fight England and that the 
United 8tatae Is making * great mis¬ 
take la Its advocacy of peace and ar¬ 
bitration treaties, although ha egcus- 
ad tha policy on tha ground o! tre¬ 
mendous population, in accessibility 
and In exhaustible resources, which • 
believes responsible for a "fancied” 
security. 

With his characteristic aptness the 
author lias In his work hit squarely on 
n problem whlrh has been agitating 
tho United States for some time, and 
which was the subject of the presi¬ 
dent's message recently—the question 
of preparedness. On this subject von 
Hernhsrdl has no Illusions. Without 
any particular reference to the United 
SUtra. he say*: 

“Tha greatest crime that can be 
committed again:.', a nation Is the re 
gleet of IU armed power and tho di¬ 
minution of Iu armed forces. When 
army and navy are neglect?-!, er loan 
pree.lge. the national organism sick- 
•os." 

Wizard ns b* baa been In foresra- 
lug events In Europe, von Hernhsrdl 
reveals one mistake In his new hook. 
Urging war upon the Entente powers, 
“although It may lead to war almihir 
to tbe Seven Years’ War.” be predict¬ 
ed tbat there would be delay in tha 
sending to tha Continent of an Eng¬ 
lish expeditionary force. He baaed hU 
belief In thp crushing of France and 
the simplifying of Germany’s task to 
n very large extant on this. At tbe 
same time he says unhesitatingly : net 
If all tha powe-r of the etU-mia 
should stuck Germany at the same 
H®*—which la what has happened— 
Germany “may meet detest rod heavy 
and terrible time*." 


The War and Jewish People Insulting the Emperor 


Palestine May Ones Again Belong to 
tha Jewish People 

Dr. Richard Gotthrll la probably cor¬ 
rect In predicting that tbe war will 
solve the Jewish problem In Europe 
and Asia. For ono thing It has proved 
thst the essential element of Judaism 
la not distinctively racial, hut relig¬ 
ious. Th > Jews living In America, 
for Instance, are as genuinely and 
patriotically American ss the New 
Englanders or Virginians, their din- 
tlngulshln feature beir.g their relig¬ 
ion and the habits of thought snd 
custom, that belong to their religion 
And tbey have as much right to.prac¬ 
tice that ss have the Catholics or 
ProtcsUnts to enjoy and live their i 
respective faiths. 

There are as many as 260.000 Jews 
In tha Huts Ian army, snd the Jews of 
Germany. Austria, France and Ser- 
via are proportionately loyal snd pat¬ 
riotic. The sntlSr mltlc prejudice 
must die away h» the faco of such 
facts. And when the war la over It 
ought to be comparatively easy to give 
back to the Jew* Uielr ahrine and to 
allow them ones moro to feel the 
pride of possession In s land that 
means more to them In historic and 
religious association than any other 
land docs to any other people. 
American t’hrlntlans will be tha first 
to rejoice If Palestine can once again 
lelong to tbe children of IsraaL— 
Philadelphia Evening Ledger.

Khedive Made s False Move When He 
Consented U a Holy War 

Kg>Pt of tha far away Hyksoa, of 
Mooes, of Saladin. of Harun-al-Rsclild. 
has now by formal decree passed un¬ 
der the protectorate of Great Britain. 
Ever since 1312 England hss had para¬ 
mount Influence In Egypt, although 
Turkey claimed suieralnty and the 
Khedive waa allowed to conduct af¬ 
fairs of state with genuine Oriental 
display.

P.obably of all the countries In¬ 
volved In the war Egypt had most to 
gain by remaining absolutely neutral. 
And certainly Egypt had every reason 
to be loyal to England. After many 
stormy decades tha English brought 
peace to Egypt front tha delta of the 
Nile up to the farther frontiers of the 
Hu hum Mill loos of dollars wart 
apoot In Irrigation works, and the do 
aert became frr.ils Instead of re¬ 
venging Gordons death In Khartoum 
a magnificent collage was built for 
tile benefit of tho natives. Lord Cro- 
nler reorganized the finances, saved 
tbe country from bankruptcy and 
made It affluent. And yet England's 
attitude was only advisor) and direc¬ 
tive. 

The Khedive, influenced by the Sul¬ 
tan of Turkey as overlord and head of 
the Moslems, made a false move w hen 
ha consented to the Holy War. It Is 
difficult to see how Great Britain 
could do other than depcse him and 
nnnei bis ancient kingdom. As s 
strategic raov? the action was neces 
nary, and considering all (hat England 
hss Invested In Egypt, the annexation 
will appear to the world as ■ measure 
of jastlcr.—Philadelphia Evening 
Ledger.

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PREPAREDNE88 FOR WAR. 

“Hid there been a natonal sys¬ 
tem of universal military training 
adopted some years ago the 
chances arc that there would have 
been no war.*’ 

The above is quoted from the edi¬ 
torial page of a Toronto paper, the 
article dealing with the question of 
military preparedness in Europe. 
From whatever standpoint we may 
view tRe present regrettable circum¬ 
stances in Europe today, it is hard to 
justfy the foregoing remark. Nothing 
to date haa shown that it is coyrect. 

No amount of preparedness for war 
will stop it. The old cry that the best 
preventative for war is to be prepared 
for it has been shown to be false if 
only by the fact that the nations who 
are fighting today are better prepared 
than any othera in the world. Ger* 
many and France both have the con- 
scription system, the former having 
utilised it since 1806 and from then 
she has raised what was considered to 
be the finest fighting machine ever 
seen. Russia is able to call millions 
of men to the colors and array them 
against her enemies, but none of these 
facts have deterred the present war. 
None of the nations have stqpd back 
on account of the superior strength 
of the other. The same apjjfies to 
'the fleet. Great Britain has a pre¬ 
ponderance-of sea power that is sec¬ 
ond to none, and has show? itself 
actually to be so. 

England considered herself a sea 
power, apd the others were land pow¬ 
ers and they have worked and built 
up along these lines consistently, and 
yet in no case has another nation 
climbed down to make way for the 
stronger man. Military systems, as 
they go on, gather strength and pride, 
and the longer they are foatcrcd the 
stronger becomes the national belief 
in the fighting machine. Hence, then, 
it ia no deterrent, but rather a reason 
to go to war if there is reliance on 
the country's preparedness. 

COALITION GOVERNMENT. 

What is the difference between the 
welfare of a nation when at peace and 
when at war* 

The question ia prompted 6y the 
fact of the coalition government act¬ 
ing in England at the present. When 
the war broke out the Liberal gov¬ 
ernment called to their aid the advice 
and counsel of the leaders of the Con¬ 
servative government, and the result 
is that higher and better results have 
been achieved through this co-opera¬ 
tion. 

When the war is over this slate 
of things will cease It will drop 
away and the two parties will agaitf 
assume their old roles of government 
and opposition. 

Now. then, we arc left to decide the 
question as to why, if a roalitfPn gov¬ 
ernment can act better in war time, 
why cannot it do so in time of peace? 
Obviously the party reply to this will 
be that you cannot have a good gov¬ 
ernment without a strong opposition 
Granted, but if on the other hand the 
sudden crisis of a nation requires the 
advice of the two parties to guide it 
why should not the country reap the 
benefits of the same conditions when 
there is no national crisis, when only 
the domestic business has to be dealt 
with? 

Party politics is generally accepted 
as the best means of government, but 
there are, on the other hand, many 
objections to it, and not always does 
the country get the best of in great 
men by the system of party. 

At the present time the best states¬ 
men in the British Isles are working 
together, imagine how this would 
have worked eight months ago when 
the question of Home Rule was before 
the country! 

After all, if the war leaves us some 
notion of the value of coalition that 
can be worked on in times of peace 
the country will not stand to lose.

For the ex¬ 
pense of * little trouble in this way 
the farmer saves himself much worry 
and in many cases the loss of a sea¬ 
son's work - No man would willingly, 
sow seed that he knew would not give 
him satisfaction, but toe many times 
the word of others ia taken wiihout 
the test being applied to the seed 
with the result that the purchaser 
find* himself on the wrong side of 
the deal. No man can afford to sow 
seed grain that has not been tested. 

GERMANS DECLARE BLOCK¬ 
ADE. 

The German admiralty have ordered 
a full blockade of the British Isles, 
and the announcement containing this 
information also accuses the British 
government of having used neutral 
flags for her shipping. The order ia 
as follows: 

The waters around Great Britain 
and Ireland, including the whole 
English chanllel, are declared a war 
xone from and after February 18th. 
1915. Every enemy ship found in this 
war aonc will be destroyed, even if 
it is bn possible to avert dangers which 
threaten the crew, and passengers 
AJso neutral ships in the war xone 
are in danger, as in consequence of 
the misuse of neutral flags ordered 
by the British government on Janu¬ 
ary Jlst, and in view of the hazards 
of naval warfare, it cannot always be 
avoided that attacks meant for enemy 
ships endanger neutral ships. 

Shipping northward around the 
Shetland Islands, in the eastern basin 
of the North Sea, and a strip of at 
least thirty nautical miles in breadth 
along the Dutch coast, is endangered 
in the same way. 

This action is directed against the 
supplies going into the British Isles, 
the Germans holding that if the Brit- 
iah fleet can attempt to starve the 
Germans, they are justified to retalia¬ 
ting by attacking merchant shipping 
by means of the submarine. The fol¬ 
lowing message conveys that idea. 

"From Great Britain's method of 
warfare of starving Germany we must 
come to the conclusion that the entire 
British people is our enemy, and sub¬ 
marine war against Great Britain’s 
merchantmen must be begun and car¬ 
ried through recklessly." 

The German subtnarine 21 sank four 
merchantmen at the beginning of the

IMPORTANCE OP SEED GRAIN. 

More than ever the question of 
good &eed grain seems to be promin¬ 
ent this year, and farmers are urged 
| from all quarters to make use of no 
| seed but that of which they are cer- 
I uin will yield them returns for their 
I time, labor and money. 

| Carelessness of selection and fail- 
I urc to test seed grain are two vital 
paints which it is claimed are often 
overlooked by the farmer. In another 
column we give an extract on the 
subject taken from a "Better Farm¬ 
ing” pamphlet of the Saskatchewan 
Government, and this urges the farm¬ 
er to go to the trouble of making a 
home test that is inexpensive and 
accurate. 

The value of good seed grain is to 
be taken into consideration by some 
of the prominent banking concerns of 
the Dominion this season, and where 
this is the case stipulations are laid 
down that before a farmer can expect 
to be able to borrow money he must 
be able to say that the seed grain h{ 
has sown is good, tetted, and capable 
of repaying him for his work and the 
banker for the loan. 

That in itself is sufficient to induce 
the farmer to exercise care in the sel¬ 
ection of his seed grain. If the farmer 
wants his grain tested he can have 
this done for him free of charge by 
HuiUmt tn*n oimr« to »V O *m»«*i 


No grain .should be sown without 
first being tested for germination. 
Auyone can make the test in the home 
and secure just as accurate results, if 
the simple instructions are followed, 
at can be obtained to the best of seed 
testing laboratories. Many fanners 
who failed to test their grain last 
spring would have tavd many hun¬ 
dreds of dollars as will as a great 
deal of time and labor* had they con¬ 
ducted this little experiment. 

The following was reported to the 
Department of Agriculture. Saskatch¬ 
ewan, last summer: A man sowed a 
field of wheat early in the year and 
because it had been very badly frosted 
and weathered only a very few grains 
sprouted, so he sowed it again about 
the first of June with oats. He had 
not tested the wheat. Had he tested 
the oats he would have found that 
they, too, had no germinating power 
left and he probably would have re¬ 
membered that they were frozen the 

C revious fall. Finally, in desperation, 
e sowed the field to frozen flax seed. 
One must refrain from making com¬ 
ments on such proceedings, but had he 
taken the trouble to test his grain he 
would have been just as wise in the 
fall and much less sad 
All that is needed to conduct a test 
is a little common sense together with 
two pieces of fltnnel a couple of feet 
long and about eight inches wide, a 
pie-plate eight inches in diameter, and 
a common saucer about six toches in 
diameter.. Place the saucer upside 
down to the bottom of the plate, pour 
water into the plate until the saucer 
is one-third covered, and throughout 
the test add water occasionally to 
keep to this level. Next, fold one 
piece of flannel so that it will nicely 
cover the saucer and so that the 
edge* of the fold lie into the water 
round the saucer. On the cloth where 
it come* over the saucer spread the 
grain to be tested. In grain testing 
one of the important things is to keep 
the grain moist all the time but not 
covered with water. The edges of the 
cloth upon which the grain rests, be¬ 
ing in water, the sample will be con¬ 
stantly kept moist. Over the grain 
place the other piece of flannel loosely 
folded. This will aid in maintaining 
evenness of temperature and prevent 
the upper surfaces of the kernels be¬ 
coming dry Now set the dish with 
the grain in some place in |he room 
where the temperature will be most 
nearly uniform, preferably on the 
clock shelf if you are a bachelor. In 
selecting the sample for testing count 
100 grams. Do not pick out all the 
big kernels but take them as they 
come, thereby getting a test of the 
sample as it will be town. In a high 
class sample of wheat 85 per cent of 
the grain .will produce vigorous 
sprouts in two or three days and 90 
per cent should germinate inside oi 
five days. If 90 per cent germinate 
inside of eight days and 75 per cent 
are strong sprouts, it may be consid¬ 
ered fairly good, but if less than 75 
per cent germinate inside of 10 days, it 
is poor and means that much heavier 
seeding must be done in the spring. 
It will be advisable to purchase new 
seed if you can, and get it as clean of 
weed seeds as is vour own. Oats re- 

r * ‘e about one-fifth more time than 
s wheat. Flax requires nearly the 
same time as wheat. Oats germinate 
better in March than they do in No¬ 
vember. Flax, as a rule, germinates 
better in the soil than in the testing 
.apparatus. Every man should test his 
I grain.

First Lord of Admiralty Predicts Fif¬

The claima of tha First Lord of Iks 
Admiralty, the Rt. Hon. Winston 
Churchill, that Britain will have Af 
teen more Dread noughts ready for ac¬ 
tion before tbe end of thia year, la no 
Idle boast. In fact according to 
naval expert*. It is an understatement 
by at least two ablpa. 

Since Lh« outbreak of tha war the 
British censor haa rigidly suppress¬ 
ed the publication of anything con¬ 
cerning the building, launching or 
commissioning of warships, but with¬ 
out breach of confidence, It la pos¬ 
sible to compile a fairly accurate list 
of Ragland's reinforcements from 
Admiralty data already made public. 

When war waa declared England 
had In commission twenty-eight 
dreadnought battleships and battle¬ 
cruiser* uot counting the Lord Nelson 
and Agamcmuon which, although 
nearly as powerful—they mount four 
1) Inch and ten 9 Inch agd two 10 
Inch guns apiece-—are sccko. ed a» 
pre-dread noughts 

Building or refittfbg Britain had 
thirteen Ironclad monsters on August 
4, and another four just laid down. 
These vessel* were relaforced by the 
purchase of two battleatalp* building 
in England for Chile and the forcible 
acquisition of two building for Tur¬ 
key. 

Work at the shipyard* la proceed¬ 
ing so feverishly that the four battle¬ 
ships of tha 1914 programme may he I 
completed before tbe end of tbe war. 
but Mr. Churchill dqea uot reckon 
them In hla estimate of ships ready 
this year. It will be seen, then, that 
he has seventeen veaaela. Including 
the IMrklsb and Chilean acquisitions. 

Of These ahips Ave, the emperor of 
India, the Benbow. Queen Elisabeth

Undersea Connection Between Eng¬ 
land and Franca Would b* of 
Vast-Aid to Allien 

Often since the European war began 
there must have flashed across the 
minds of both statesmen and strateg¬ 
ist* the thought <ft how foolish the 
British government was to forbid the 
construction of s railroad tunnel be¬ 
tween England and France. Had the 
two empires been connected by the 
proposed double tube road beneath the 
*n«il8b channel there would have 
been a vast caving of time, trouble 
and expense In the conveyance of 
British troops to the fle«ds of war .n 
Northern France and Belgium. 

Dover being slxty-slx miles from 
London and only twenty-six from 
Calais, n troop train could have run 
from England to France in consider¬ 
ably less than half the tlm j of a run 
from London to Dover. Tho choppy 
sea passage and the tedious tasks of 
embarkation and debarkation would 
have been avoided. Neither from t*e- 
low nor from above could any attack 
have been made, submarines and aero¬ 
planes being alike powerless to pierce 
300 feet under the bed of the sea. Men. 
horses, guns and supplies of all ktnda 
would have arrived In better condition 
than was possible by the old aca route. 

It may he observed that not one 
word of all this la uttered by any of 
the British military experts. They 
preserve a discreet silence. It waa 
they, or their predecessors, the offic¬ 
ial advisers of the government, who 
blocked the way of the channel tunnel 
project. They shrank from the shad¬ 
ow of the Napoleonic bogy of Invasion. 
Just forty years ago. when the railway 
tunnel was first suggested, tha British 
foreign office expressed its approval, 
and yet there la no tunnel, because 
every time the matter was referred to 
the military experts they reported 
against It an a danger. There is rea¬ 
son to brileve that those who survive 
have changed tbely mind, and that the 
uevateen who direct British military 
Affairs ^regard the under sea road Lot 
as a peril,’ but na a convenience.

Germany*n resolve to blockade 
the coasts of Britain an I Ireland is 
presuraablyT the outcome of 4he 
realization that further raidinfr of; 
the coast of Britain is hardly worth 
the cost. 

Her first raid, when >lic bom 
Larded »omc of the cou-t cities, 
was, from her point of view, so 
-uccessful. that »he was under the 
impression that it wu* the easiest 
way of retaliation, and the state of 
the HiikIIsIi mind a<« pictured by 
the German press after the event, 
when they h|*>ke of Londoner* 
hootinjf the Admiralty and insult¬ 
ing members of parliament, gives 
some idea of how far public 
optuion in Germany had to be car 
ried. The second raid, pipped in 
the bud. cost Germany far too 
much for her to attempt auother 
possible loss, and she had to de¬ 
vice some means whereby she 
could damage Hritiau without 
running great risks herself. 

The blockade is tbc answer, and 
the sinking of the four small mer¬ 
chantmen off the west coast of 
Kngland is a sufficiently good start. 
No doubt the attemfgcd sinking of 
the hospital ship, the Austrians is 
is to be included in the same 
mission. 

The Gentians have apparently 
settled on the most hurtful method 
as far as Kngland is concerned, 
and it will no doabt yield them 
far greater results than did the 
childish raids, either by sea or air, 
for neither of which there was any 
excuse. 

As to bow long they will be able 
to keep it up, however, is another 
matter, and assuming the same 
vigilance on the part of. the British 
fleet, the submarine blockade 
should soon be at end.

Effect on Bu*in*s* 

With this enormous amount of 
money coming In, It Is not surprising 
that tbs wholesale trade reports that 
collections, particularly during April. 
May and June were Vetter than an¬ 
ticipated. More than one msuager if 
a wholesale house stated that for 
merly whet, accounts were not paid 
before May, they had small heps of 
their being paid before the next crop 
moved, but this year there ha* been 
a steady reduction of accounts every 
month, and they attributed It to tbs 
Increased amount of cash la clrcila- 
llon from the sales of bogs sad other 
live stock. It must be borne lo mind 
that not only has there been an un¬ 
usual movement of hogs, but tbs 
amount of rsttls offered for sale baa 
■ been larger than anticipated, and the 
Increase was not fron* the ranches, 
but from the smaller stock farms. 

Those who commenced sdvocailog 
mixed farming for the w\st a few 
yeers ago, w hen every one was grain 
crazy, may well point with pride to 
this wonderful record In hog produc¬ 
tion. Tliejr may also take credit to 
themselves fur the Increase In cattle, 
sheep, poultry, etc., which Is also very 
greet, although not perhaps so spec¬ 
tacular as what has been done la 
hogs. The Influence of this enormous 
live stock development .■ already 
apparent .in sounder business con* 
dltions In dlatrlcts In which live stock 
production centres. 

That the movement may long com 
ttnue Is the wish of every one whe 
has the true interests of the West s| 
heart. Mixed farming and mixed 
manufacturing Is a sounder policy 
to-dsjr than ever before.
